y oung man around town, fell off a C. 
II. & D. freigh t train last nigh t, one 
mile east of Connersville, and h ad 
both o^ h is legs mash ed, requiring 
amputation above th e knee.

Colsh er was not instantly killed or 
did not die before h e was found six 
h ours later, seems almost incredible. 
So close was h is call from instant 
^eath th at- wh en h e fell under th e 
train a car wh eel grazed h is h ead, 
making a sligh t scalp wound and mu­ 
tilating h is h at wh ich was ground 
under th e wh eels. 
Th e accident occurred about mid­ 
nigh t and Colsh er was not found un­ 
til four o’clock th is morning wh en 
th e crew of th e west-bound passeng­ 
er caugh t a fleeting glance of a man­ 
gled form at th e side of th e railroad 
embankment.

The direct 
cause o f death was angina pecto ris, a 
disease o f the heart which is acco m­ 
panied by great pain.

until next July , Mr. Turpie wo uld have 
been eighty y ears o ld. 
The o nly surviving relative o f im- pie’s term, March 4, 1899, the Repub- 


test he added to his laurels, making 
a mo st splendid race against a man 
who had the prestige o f distinguished 
success in co ngress, and, in additio n 
to that, the co nflict being In a dis 
trict o verwhelmingly Republican. 
In 1868 Judge Turpie left Mo nti- 
cello and engaged in the practice o f 
In 1872 he mo ved 
Indianapo lis, where he made his 
ho me until his death. 
After co ming 
to Indianapo lis he was elected to the 
legislature fro m the co unty o f Mario n 
and servted as speaker o f the ho use 
during the sessio n o f 1875. In 1879 he 
was appo inted o ne o f three co mmis­ 
sio ners to co dify the laws o f the state, 
an immense task. 
The labo rs o f the 
co mmissio n lasted three y ears.

o ne did mo re o f this task than Mr. 
Turpie. 
In the Demo cratic state co n­ 
ventio n o f 1884 he was a candidate 
fo r the no minatio n fo r go verno r, but 
the first place o n the state ticket was 
given to Isaac P. Cray . 
In August, 1886, Mr. Turpie was ap­ 
po inted by President Cleveland United 
States atto rney fo r the district o f 
Indiana. 
In 1887 he was no minated 
by the Demo cratic legislative caucus 
fo r the United States senate, his chief 
o ppo nent fo r the no minatio n being 
William E. Niblack. 
Mr. Turpie was 
elected by the senate o ver his pre­ 
decesso r, Benjamin Harriso n, who was 
again a candidate.
